The objectives and terms of reference of the Task Force will be as follows : 
Overall objectives : 

Situational analysis of needs and problems faced by women and also suggesting/ identifying strategies/ 
interventions to address these problems. This action plan would be formulated with a gender perspective and 
would focus on the following sectors :-- 

( a ) Health 
(b ) Education 
(C ) Panchi 
( d ) AgricuuuUI VIJU y. unu 

Voluntary Sector 
(f) Science and Technology and Reduction of Drudgery 

IEC (Information , Education and Communication ) 
(h ) Ecological Issues 
Specific Objectives : 

1 . Capacity building of Mahila Mandals enabling them to function as catalytic agents at the grassroots 

level. 
2 . To explore employment opportunities and practices viz -a - viz women and suggest measures to 

overcome health and occupational hazards and improve basic services like drinking water, sanitation , 

housing and cooking methods etc. to reduce household drudgery. 
3. · Identify extension needs of appropriate rural technologies from State Technology Institutes to the 

rural areas. 
4 . Identification of skill upgradation / enhancement requirements to reduce gender disparity in various 

areas/ sectors like access to health and sanitation facilities, education , micro credit , natural resources 

management etc. , 
5 . Need assessment of the awareness generation programmes to address social issues like female 

foeticide, maternal mortality , domestic violence, dowry prohibition , legal rights of women etc. 
6 . Assessment of Vocational training needs to impart technology trainings in fields like electric motor 

winding, handling of crop threshers, repair of simple machines, tractor use and maintenance . 
7 . Identification of on -farm and off- farm opportunities . 
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( C ) Time frame : 

The term of the Task Force will be for 6 months with a provision of three months extension , if 
desired by the members. 
( D ) Other terms and conditions : 

(a ) Headquarters : 

The headquarter of the Task Force will be at Chandigarh . However, the members of the Task 
Force can travel and meet out-side Chandigarh for the purpose of the preparation of the perspective 

plan like field visits, discussion /meeting with field officials and collection of data etc. 
(b ) Meetings : 

Task Force will convene the meeting of its members on felt need basis as the members may like 
to choose from time to time. However, the meeting of Task Force will be held atleast once a 
month . In these meetings the progress of the work done will be reviewed and monitored so as to 
ensure timely completion of the perspective plan . The first meeting may be convened immediately 
after the Task Force is constituted . The Task Force will also submit a monthly progress report to 

the Financial Commissioner & Secretary to Govt. Haryana, Women & Child Development. 
(c ) Honorarium : 

Each member of the Task Force will be paid honorarium for the assignment as may be fixed by 

the Financial Commissioner & Secretary to Govt. Haryana , Women & Child Development. 
(d ) TA /DA facilities : 

Facilities of TA /DA to the members of the Task Force will be at the rates/ Standard Govt. norms as 
admissible to Grade- II officers of the Haryana Government for the journeys actually performed by the 
members in connection with the work of perspective plan . Themembers already in service will be paid 
TA /DA and other facilities at the rates/norms actually applicable to them in their respective institution / 
Department Government. Except TADA and honorarium , no other allowance is admissible to the 
members of the Task Force . The members of the Task Force will be reimbursed the expenditure 
actually incurred by them on telephone calls, purchase of stationery, secretarial assistance and other 

petty expenses in connection with the work of perspective plan on production of actual receipts. 
(e) Overall responsibility : 

The overall responsibility for the formulation of the perspective plan will be of the Haryana State 
Commission for Women . 


(f) Budget : 

Budget to the tune of Rs. 5.00 lac will be made available by the Haryana State Commission forWomen 
out of the budget provision for the year 2000-2001. It will include all types of logistic support, 
contingency expenses, consultancy charges, printing of the perspective plan , TA / DA , honorarium of 
members and other misc . charges .
